Istlllet Inrlktar 
slg dlden pa att avligsna ytllga kropps- 
delar som Qgon, Qron, llppar, svans, 
kQrtlar, tunga och tender - men Sven 
mot Inre organ som hjlrta, hjlrna, Ind- 
tarm och reproduktlonsorgan. Mycket 
ofta upptlcks djuret he It I avsaknad 
av blod.

VId en 
hearing I New Mexico I aprll forra 
Iret (1979), med 200 deltagare, kon- 
staterades att mlnga falI tycks trotsa 
varje tlnkbar fQrklarlng.

This Is the second of our excerpts 
from j3or!_s J_ung£v_is_t's Swedish book 
JJF0 ^ £n_f_an£a_st_i_s_k _ve£kj_i£h£t. 

In August 1976 I was contacted by tele¬ 
phone by a Iletenant-colonel of the 
Swedish Air Force. It Is his wish to re¬ 
main anonymus before the public at large. 
Somewhat sketchy he told me a fantastic 
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UFO experience he had witnessed only 
about a week ago. He was unwilling to- 
detail his story during our telephone 
conversation, but promised to visit me 
a few weeks later as he was planning a 
stay.In Stockholm.

It was 1017 hours In the- 
morning and I was over Lake Bolmen (pro¬ 
vince of SmSland), cruising at 12.000 
m altitude. The formation approached 
quickly on a contra-course from the left, 
and at an altitude of some 11.500 meters. 
I estimated their .speed as maybe Mach 2. 
(twice the speed of sound)'. Immediately, 

I realised that these objects were no

"All of a sudden the formation's speed. • 
was reduced to about 500 km/hour. As 
they passed my field of vision - at a 
distance of some 2.000 meters - the who¬ 
le formation made a seconds-fast 90 
degree turn. Simultaneously, there was 
a regrouping of the objects into a circ¬ 
le formation. 

"As the formation's speed reduced, I was 
able, for a few seconds, from my higher 
flight altitude, to have a close study 
of their exteriors. They were delta-sha¬ 
ped with a fin-1 Ike structure at the 
tall. They were si.I ver-coloured. In the 
next moment the six objects made a ban¬ 
king manoeuvre and disappeared with an 
enormous acceleration, rising Into a 
southerly direction. As they made the 
Immense change of speed (to about Mach 
2) their colour changed into a phospho¬ 
rus shine.

"The formation had only pas.sed when I 
called up traffic control via my radio; 
The nearby radar station"had -not indi¬ 
cated the presence of these objects on 
their scopes. (Due to laws of military 
secrecy I cannot disclose the exact po¬ 
sition or capacity of this radar sta¬ 
tion). Traffic control reported no ci¬ 
vilian or-military units in the sector 
at that moment. The whole sightnlng-had 
lasted for only about 7 or 8 seconds.

"I have thousands of flight-hours. In 
prop- as well as jet-driven aircraft. I 
have never before experienced anything 
like this. I have seen notes In the 
press about so-called flying saucers 
without taking much, notice about them. 
Often I have smiled at such stories, 
believing them to be a myth. 

"Now, having observed these objects I 
have restated my position. I think that 
UFOs really exist as physical objects. 

In my judgement I put emphasis especial¬ 
ly on the aerodynamic design of the ob¬ 
jects. What caught, me was the fast, 
sharp turn connected to a simultaneous 
regrouping from flank- to circle forma¬ 
tion, and then the sudden acceleration. 
This was a completely unique experience 
In my many years of service with the Air 
Force. Due to my lacking experience in 
this field I refrain from stating any 
general conclusions"; 

Thus ends the report of the lieutenant- 
colonel. Answering my detail questions, 
while In my home; he made the following 
comments: 

1. He was so surprised that, he couldn't 
bring himself to call traffic control 
while the objects were still In, sight, 

2. "for military reasons" h@ couldn't 
give the exact date of the sighting 
nor the name of the Air Force base 
where he serves, .

4. on the other hand, "as the Incident 
was of such a remarkable nature", he 
wanted very much to file a report with 
a civilian UFO group, 

5. the reason for his wish to remain ano- 
nymus was "seIf-evident", and, 

6. weather was fair with good visibility, 
only a few citrus clouds on'the wes¬ 
tern horizon. 

Comments are surplus. This experienced 
Air Force pilot sighted a UFO formation 
on this sunny summer's day. There Is no 
alternative explanation!

UFO-pr.obe in the Kreml 

An Interesting phenomenon has been ob¬ 
served In 1977 In the Moscow Kremlin.. 

At about half past eight In the.morning 
of August 5, a fiery spherical object 
appeared suddenly about 200 m over the 
Great Kremlin Palace. Its estimated dia¬ 
meter was about I meter. Soon It divided 
Into three .minor balIs. One of them 
descended to the Ivanovskaya Square, the 
other to the TainItskI Garden. Their 
destiny Is unknown. 

The third yellow ball, about 5 cm In dia¬ 
meter, moved towards the Arkhangelsk! 
Cathedral. It was raining very hard. The 
.door of the cathedral was open. The fiery 
ball, moving at about I meter from the 
ground, flew through the'door between 
the keeper of th6 cathedral and a.watch¬ 
man. Its colour was similar to a burning 
filament lamp. In a few seconds It moved 
silently Inside the cathedral up to the 
altar and exploded against the Iconosta¬ 
sis. No damage has been caused apart 
from a slightly burnt wooden volute of 
the Iconostasis carving. 

The mysterious ball, which may well have 
been a ball lightning produced, however, 
effects typical of UFOs. A strong odour 
of ozone appeared In the cathedral. 

Light Intensity of the ball was 5-10 ti¬ 
mes ‘that of sunlight. Its estimated ener¬

BaI I -1Ightn1ng interpretation of this 
phenomenon Is at variance with the fact 
that the architectural complex of the 
Kremlin Is provided with the most perfect 
lightning protection systems. And this 
ball behaved so as If no protective 
means were available. 

And one more fact to this mlnl-UFO ob¬ 
ject: about 400 years ago a similar fiery 
ball flew Into the same Arkhangelsk! 
Cathedral, in the Kremlin, approached the 
altar and exploded against the Iconosta¬ 
sis. 

Both the UFO-orlented and the ball-light¬ 
ning Interpretations are mysterious, and 
thorough Investigation of this event Is 
still in progress.

When Gerry was twelve years old and living 
In England, he had a seven hour blackout. 
Coming out of It he felt like floating, 
not physically touching the ground. Every¬ 
thing seemed misty, like In a dreamstate. 
Could this have been a spontaneous out-of- 
the-body experience? Was a psychic link 
established here? 

In 1963 Gerry and Susan observes a UFO. 

The object emits some form of rings or 
ripples. The effect of this observation Is 
that Gerry suddenly remembers the details 
concerning his missing seven hours, but 
not what happened during the blackout. 
Before moving to Canada the phenomena-clr- 
cus has already started. Someone knocks on 
the door, but nobody Is waiting outside. 
Several times taps in the bathroom are 
found turned on and water running. 

After their settling In Canada Susan, on 
two succeslve nights, suddenly exclaims 
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"They're coming". Susan and Gerry walk 
down to the lake-shore where a redglowing 
pulsating object hovers. They become en¬ 
tranced by this phenomenon and watch it 
for some time. On another-occasion, also 
on two succesIve nights, a tadpole-1 ike 
object projects two beams on first Su¬ 
san and then Gerry. 

"We can't explain why these events are 
continually happening to us. They just 
happen", says the Armstrongs. And : they 
are not alone In their frustration. The¬ 
se findings are reported from all over 
the world. It is not an isolated pheno¬ 
menon. I have personally investigated, 
here in .Sweden, a report which bears a 
strong resemblance to the Armstrong case. 
The Swedish couple I have in mind was 
constantly haunted by the same kinds of 
phenomena for over ten years. They even 
mention the "ripple effect".

OF THE I M J A RVI SKIERS 

In 1970 Britain's Flying Saucer Review 
brought the news of a strange Finnish 
UFO affair to the attention of the world. 
The story of Aarno Heinonen's and Esko 
VII jo's encounter with a small humanoid, 
as they were out skiing, and their subse¬ 
quent physiological problems, suggestive 
of radiation poisoning, became the sub¬ 
ject of several articles (l),(2),(3) & 
(4) by Sven-OIof Fredrikson, a member of 
the Gothenburg team GICOFF. The group 
had, via a Finnish-speaking member, cor¬ 
respondence with the witnesses and also 
close contacts with a journalist (Bo 
Ahlqvist) who visited the witnesses and 
sighting area In Finland, writing up a 
story for a popular weekly magazine (5). 

The story, by now a "classic" of ufolo¬ 
gy, had many interesting side-lights. 

One aspect was the slowly returning me¬ 
mories of the percipients, of “what had 
happened that day.. At first no. humanoid 
was mentioned, then (in the next version) 
jHeinonen mistook VI I jo for .a "very 
smalI..unrecognisable" man and, finally, 
all the detail's of the men's encounter 
with a 90 cm midget figure came to Iight. 
The pattern of "slowly returning memo¬ 
ries" has become a well-known part of 
our theme, particularly of UFO-abduction 
lore. 


pecial ly the subjective :r ones, which many 
ufologists are apt to forget. Even if 
the experiences many times have been 
frightening and frustrating to the family 
the psychological effects are obviously 
positive. Gerry reports a highly increa¬ 
sed intellectual ability and the Arm¬ 
strongs are now speculating that it Is 
all part of an evolutionary process. 

What still puzzles me though: are the 
phenomena the result of a technological 
civilisation or do they originate In so¬ 
mebody's psychic powers/mind-manI pula- 
tian? Perhaps, Brad Steiger, they are 
the "Gods of Aquarius"...?

What may not be known so we 11 by resea r- 
chers, outside .the "language barriers" 
that surrounds the Scandinavian count¬ 
ries, is the continued story at Imjarvi. 
For, there was a chain of events* cen¬ 
tering on the witnesses of the Jan. 7, 
1970, incident. From what Is known the 
1970 encounter was not even the first 
sighting by Mr. Heinonen, who later 
claimed his first UFO sighting took 
pI ace In I 96411 

Details of the continued experiences of 
"the Finnish skiers", in this, article, 
come from two main sources: I) a series 
of articles in the Finnish UFO magazine 
UFOAIKA 1972/73, and 2) the personal 
correspondence between Aarno Heinonen 
and a research colleague of mine, Mr. 
Jorma Heinonen, who in spite of carrying 
the same surname, is in no way- related 
to Aarno. Jorma also provided transla¬ 
tions of ; the UFOAIKA articles since I 
am unable to read the Finnish language. 
Jorma's correspondence with Aarno ended 
in 1973 and since then we -have no know¬ 
ledge of his fate. Or any further expe¬ 
riences. 

Admittedly, details.of what happened are 
somewhat, sketchy and indistinct, but ha¬ 
ving searched the international UFQ Iite- 
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rature - In vain- for details on the "se¬ 
quel to lmj§rvl" I will now submit, for 
what Its worth, what I am told happened, 
in the hope that someone more knowledgab- 
le, will fill me in. 

In their Issue nr 10/1972, UFOAIKA repor¬ 
ted that up to Aug. 15, 1972, Heinonen 
had had no less than 23 UFO sightings. He 
had also become a "contactee". In a let¬ 
ter to Jorma, dated Nov. 8, 1972, Heino¬ 
nen claimed having seen some 30 light phe¬ 
nomena (at four times being disc-shaped), 
and he had seen humanoids on five separa-' 
te occasions. Including the 1970 incident. 
At three times he had (then) met a "huma¬ 
noid woman" with whom he had conversations 
- In Finnish! 

First meeting _wIt_h_the_humanoi_d _woma_n 

This Is what Heinonen to Id. UF0AIKA: 

On May 5, 1972, I heard three "sound 
signals" and then an unknown woman’s 
voice, asking me to come to a meeting at 
a place behind a red barn near the cross¬ 
roads +0 Jaala and Volkoskl. I was to co¬ 
me on my own and was not allowed to bring 
my camera or my tape recorder. The woman’s 
voice sounded high-pitched in nature and 
"strained". 

I went to this place on my motor-scooter. 
It was.2215 In the evening. As I arrived 
behind the barn I saw a woman, clad in 
a bright-yellow trouser-dress and wearing 
long hair down to her-shouIders. Her hair 
was yellow and the hair-tops bent upwards. 
Her dress was close-fitting and glittered 
when she moved. On her feet she wore si I-’ 
very shoes with red rosettes. In her left 
hand she held something that looked like 
a ball, silver in colour and connected to 
a rod which she held in her hand. On the 
ball were three antennas (each some 30 cm 
long), all of which pointed towards me. 

I was not afraid, but went quickly to¬ 
wards her. She came towards me, put out 
her hand and said "hyv3§ p3lv3S" ("How 
do you do"? in Finnish). I took her hand, 
it felt soft and cool. Then she took two 
steps back. At this moment I noticed an-, 
other figure, a man, standing Immovable 
some 70 meters away. He, too, was wearing 
a yellow dress, somewhat lighter in co¬ 
lour, and some sort, of hat on his head. 

It was so dark I was unable to see him 
clearly. 

I asked the woman how far she had come 
from. (I called her "Miss" since I couldn 
’t see a ring on her'hand). She responded: 


"We come from the other side of the ga¬ 
laxy, from a nice, green land". Then she 
told me that three different kinds of hu¬ 
manoids had visited ImjSrvl. First small 
humanoids, then people like her (about 
140 cm tall) and also a greater race, 
almost 2 meters In length. She told me 
that the small humanold’-s visit at lm- 
j§rvl in 1970 had lasted for three minu¬ 
tes, while we had thought it was only a 
few seconds. The woman also said that 
she was 180 years old, although she had 
the looks of a 20 year old girl. 

(Here ends Aarnos story of his first 
meeting with the woman. Many details 
recur from similar cases. The sound 
signals and the voice calling for Aarno; 
we are not told whether they are "tele¬ 
pathic" or "exterior"? The young-looking 
(but old!) "falry-like" woman In tights. 
She holds a ball in her hand, directed 
towards Aarno; maybe a "language-machi¬ 
ne" like the "language-box" micro compu¬ 
ters just released ©n the world market? 
And, in fact, conversation goes on In 
the native tongue of Aarno! - Now for 
the second episode:) 

_Se£o_nd_meet l_n g_^ Aajrno _sees_tj 2 e_j_r_vjehJ_cJ_e_ 

On June 18 (still 1972), at the same time 
of the day, I was once again ordered by 
this very same woman’s voice. This time 
I was to come to the cross-roads at 
Antinhaara. From these cross-roads leads 
a path some .100 meters up to a hill. 

There I met the woman, this time alone. 

We discussed the same things as on the 
first occasion. When I asked her with 
what she had come, she said-: "Go home 
and you will see the beautiful vehicle 
we have come In". I did so, and some 150 
meters from home I caught sight of this 
vehicle. It was low, maybe at 100 meters 
altitude. It wobbled and stopped, hove¬ 
ring above me. I stopped my scooter and 
watched it from down under. There were 
no lights from the disc-shaped, silvery 
object. No windows or portholes. Size 
some 5-7 meters. Finally, It rose fast- 
iy Into the sky. 

On both-these occasions I had discussions 
for about five minutes with the woman. 

She talked very fast and her voice soun¬ 
ded "tensed"; her words coming from her 
mouth, however. I could see. her teeth, 
twice as broad as those of ordinary hu¬ 
man beings. Her face and hands were ve¬ 
ry fair-skinned, extremely beautiful 
she was. Her nose was very much "pointed" 
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She was some 140 cm tall and wore a two- 
part dress with a high collar like a polo. 
Her shoes were not connected to her trou¬ 
sers. She had large, perfectly blue eyes. 

On both occasions she held the same ob¬ 
ject in her hand. There was no sound co¬ 
ming from It. Her withdrawal was very 
odd. She seemed to "float" away and dis¬ 
appeared. Her gait was stiff, her knees 
did not bend. 

(Several other elements of UFO-1 ore are 
introduced into Aarno’s saga-like story: 

The disc-shaped object. The fast and ten¬ 
se speech - maybe "computerized" talk? 

The womans "floating" disappearance. And, 
her beautlness is further underlined...) 

.The maji J_n_V_i_Ij.o_|_s_house_ 

Aarno and Esko saw a humanoid in the kit¬ 
chen of Vi I jo’s home on June'25, 1972. 

It was 1940 hours when a 140 cm taI I hu¬ 
manoid suddenly came out from behind the 
oven. The figure took two steps from the 
brick wall and remained standing In the 
middle of the floor. He wore a gray 
dress with white stripes. It was Impos¬ 
sible to see his face. 

The figure remained standing for about 
ha If-a-m i nute, then took two steps back 
Into the darkness behind the oven. A 
while later two thuds were heard and the 
whole house was lit up by a bright light 
which seemed to move in wave-Iike pat¬ 
terns through the room. Heinonen and VII-' 
jo searched the house, but found nothing. 

(A rather "spo^kish" episode, it seems. 
Aarno/Esko are moving-into the territory 
of traditional psi•phenomena, and, more 
is yet to come, just read on!)
